DOWN  TO  EARTH:  After  an  exploration  of  the  wild  blue  cybernetic  yonder,  the  public 
affairs  programs  in  this  Folio  seem  to  have  returned  to  earth  with  what  we  hope  is  a  not-too- 
heavy  thud.  But  amid  the  Strindberg  and  Tennessee  Williams,  the  Scots  Prose  and  New  Sound- 
ings, a  symposium  on  garbage  disposal  (Monday,  March  2nd,  9:10  p.m.)  may  add  a  note  of 
ftavorsome  practicality.  Other  items  of  "stark  realism"  include  two  discussions  of  Urban  Transit 
(Sunday,  February  22nd,  8:35  p.m.  and  Thursday,  February  26th,  8  p.m.)  and  one  discussion  ou 
industrial  engineering  (Management— Thursday,  March  5th,  8  p.m.) 

NEW  SOUNDINGS:  One  of  the  more  interesting  experiments  in  broadcasting  was  originated 
last  year  on  the  BBC's  Third  Programme.  The  writer  and  editor,  John  Lehman,  began  a 
literary  "magazine  of  the  air"  designed  to  take  the  place  of  the  rapidly  disappearing  avant- 
garde  "little  magazine."  These  programs  are  now  being  released  by  the  BBC  Transcription 
Service,  and  the  first  program,  a  composite  of  several  of  the  original  BBC  broadcasts,  will  be 
heard  on  March  7  at  8:45  p.m. 

NAEB:  The  initials  stand  for  the  National  Association  of  Educational  Broadcasters  of  which 
KPFA  is  a  contributing  member.  Beginning  with  this  Folio  we  are  scheduling  a  number  of 
programs  received  from  the  NAEB  Tape  Network.  The  first  programs  to  be  broadcast  are 
Voices  of  Europe,  March  7,  7:30  p.m.,  and  Myths  and  Heroes  in  New  American  Fiction,  a  talk 
bv  the  writer  and  critic,  Malcolm  Cowley,  March  8,  10:15  p.m.
